V a r io u s E x p e rim en ts w ith M u st, a n d 
in tV in e -M a k in g —A rs e n ic R e m ­ 
e d y — T h e G r a p e C ro p . 


[ I'm :: C- A Wetmore, Chief Executive Viti- 
cultuntl Officer.] 
T he vintage is starting in so early this 
year th at it is hurrying up both the w ine­ 
m akers and those who, on th e p art of the 
State arc conducting experim ents. The 
m aking of w ine from Zinfandel has com­ 
m enced this week in one part of Yolo 
counly. 
Early varieties, such as the Ries­ 
ling and the Chasselas, are neatly ripe 
enough to pick in som e parts of th e coast 
counties. 
A t the Bugby vineyard, near 
Folsom , tho operation of condensing the 
m ust front the ripe grapes for shipm ent 
East has already com m enced. 
In 
the 
laboratory of the V iticultural Commission 
in Ban Francisco experim ental ferm enta­ 
tions on a smii'.l scale, preparatory to fur­ 
ther and m ore com plete work later on, 
have been comm enced. T he experim ents 
already undertaken, and m ore or Ices fin­ 
ished, are as follow s: 
First, fern anting on a sm all scale a sam ­ 
ple of Catawba m ost, reduced at Toledo, 
Ü., lost year, by the vacuum process, in the 
proportion of seven barrels reduced to the 
volum e of two. 
T he object of th e experim ent was to de­ 
term ine w hether this m ust would ferm ent 
easily, and under w hat oondirior.H. 
It was 
found th at a sm all part of th e m ust, first 
having water added to reduce it to its orig­ 
inal oondition, rem ained several days w ith­ 
out ferm enting, but finally started in find 
completed itself, as usual!; happens where 
fresh m ust is used. 
T he other sam ple lots 
of the sam e m aterial w ere treated with fer­ 
m enting germ s: one w ith a sm all addition 
and the other w ith an excessive proportion, 
in order to note th e effect ou tne product 
obtained. 
T H E QU ALITY 01;' T H E W IS E . 
As to the quality of the w ine so fermented 
nothing can well be told, because the sam ­ 
ples are so sm all and the nature of the 
m ust foreign to th at w hich wc are ac­ 
quainted with. 
B ut as to tho effect o f the 
m ethod of ferm entation tin follow ing is 
show n : T h at w hich had the largest am ount 
of 
the ferm enting germ s added w ent 
through very rapidly, and soon after the 
sam e was com pleted becam e clear; that 
w hich had a sm all part of the ferm ent 
germ s ferm ented not quite t - rapidly, bu t 
finished prom ptly, w ithout, however, clear­ 
ing ns rapidly ; that w hich was ferm ented 
w ithout any assistance rem ained in the 
usual condition of w hite wine—m uddy for 
a oonsideraole length of tim e. 
W here an 
excess of ferm enting germ s were used as a 
test, there rem ained in the w ine a yenstv 
sm ell, requiring tim e to determ ine w hether 
it will disappear. 
T he quantitv of fer­ 
m enting germ s added in this latter case 
was one-third of an ounce of compressed 
yeast to about half a p int - f mv.-t. 
Be 
yond th e rem aining sm ell of yeast in this 
sam ple there is no discernible disease of 
any kind caused by the extrem e test to 
w bicb i t w as put. 
Later on in th e peason, 
as sam ples of condensed m ust can ’be ob­ 
tained from th e operations near Folsom, 
m ore satisfactory experim ents will be made. 


kkfsctb o r akse?i:c hkmedy 
I n order to test, in case of anynccidents 
th at m ight occur in tho careless use of 
arsenic, w hat would become o f tho arsenic 
if it was introduced info tho grapes used in 
ferm entation, hi uno early grapes have been 
ferm ented at the office w ith know n q u an ti­ 
ties of arsenic added. 
T he product of this 
ferm entation will bo subm itted to the Stale 
A nalyst to determ ine w hat has become of 
th e arsenic, and in w hat shape it now 
ex:s:«, w hether it still rem ains in solution 
in the wine, or has been precipitated in the 
lees. 
Professor Rising, of the U niversity and 
State A nalyst, and F. ,v Morse, a!.-*> of 
Berkeley, visited last week the vineyards 
near Fresno, for the purpose of thoroughly 
investigating the questions involved in the 
use of arsenic as an exterm inator of grass­ 
hoppers. 
They visited the im portant vine­ 
yards in th a t vicinity, and obtained a great 
deal of interesting -inform ation, w hich will 
he collated and reported upon in a few 
days. 
T he Professor has gathered a lot of 
grasshoppers together w ith 
sam ples 
of 
lruit, and will be able to ccntrihute im ­ 
portant inform ation in this connection. 


E X P E R IM E N T A L TK3T8. 
A lot of four h undred pounds o f Early* 
Black Ju ly grapes from Stockton was re­ 
ceived last week, in order to m ake further 
prelim inary tests to guide the operations 
later on in the season. T h e ferm entations 
w ith this lot are partially com pleted and 
partly in operation as those notes are being 
w ritten, and consist of th e follow ing; 
F irst, one lot crushed in tho usual m anner 
and placed in th e vat, to rem ain w ithout 
any assistance; second, u n o th or stem m ed, 
b u t not crushed, to be tioa'cd as the fore­ 
going ; third, ono lot to w hich was added 
a em ail portion of compressed yeast, after 
exciting activhy in tho germ s by placing 
them in a sm all v.-.sst-l containing m ust in 
¡1 w arm room ; fourth, au equal quantity 
of grapes crushed as usual, w ith an ex­ 
ec -sive quantity of yeast germ s, treated in 
like m an n er; 
fifth, a n - equal quantity 
crushed as usual and treated with sulphate 
o f ¡¡me, according to the practice in the 
south of France, Bpaln an d P o rtu g a l; 
sixth, a portion of the grapes were crushed 
and pressed for the production of w hite 
wine, th e intention being to carefully nurse 
this product w ithout assisting it in any 
way by yeast germs, in order to germ inate 
and ¡ir.j-.lucc a true v. o r yeast, w hich will 
be subsequently used in an attem pt to 
propagate the sam o by a m ethod intended 
to dem ónstrate w hether it is practicable to 
propagate a true w ine .yeast for service if 
required. 
WORK EXTENCED A R ItA X O E JfiK rrrs. 
The Com m ission has m ade arrangem ents 
to conduct experim ents this year on a prac­ 
tical sotilc, so as to be m ore satisfactory to 
th e public, wltera the facilities for ferm ent­ 
ations and the procurem ent of m aterial can 
be provided w ithout the necessity of erect­ 
ing a special ferm enting cellar. 
II. W. 
Crabb, of Oakville, Nnpa county, w ho has 
the largest num ber of varieties of b aring 
grapes in the State—over three hundred — 
w iih ft large w in cellar and all the appa­ 
ratus necessary for work, has agreed to 
perm it the Commission to place a m an in 
his cellar in charge of experim ents, he as­ 
sisting iu directing the w ork ; the Com m is­ 
sion agreeing to pay for any ex tra prepara­ 
tion other than three required for liis own 
work, and for any loss th at m ay occur to 
th e portions of m aterial treated in case of 
bod results com ing from doubtful experi­ 
ment.-', which are necessary, however, to be 
made, in order to d tU rm iu e questions at 
issue. 
In this way the Commission expect, 
a t a com paratively email cost, to produce 
practical results on a sufficiently large scale 
to 
com m and 
the confidence of wine­ 
m akers ; and from the com parative teets 
th a t will be conducted sam ples of w ine in 
casks will be procured, to be stored and 
cared for in Ban Francisco, in a sm all cellar 
to be fitted up in connection w ith the Com­ 
m ission, w here they can lie studied and 
exam ined by all interested as they m ature. 


T H E ORA PR C R O P. 
Mr. W etm ore,chief executive officer, has 
ju st returned from a visit to Bt. H elena and 
the vineyards in th at vicinity, and finds, 
as hod been heretofore reported, th at the 
crot) will be quite light, b nt there is a great 
variation w ith respect to th e different vari­ 
eties of «rapes, som e of them bearing very 
well indeed, w hile others arc apparently 
suffering frum th e peculiar conditions of 
the season. T he Chasselas, Colombar and 
Burge* are appearing to do very well. 
In 
aome places nearly all varieties are show ­ 
ing well. 
T he prospect is that, w hile the 
crop is going to be very light, tie quality 
is going to be very good. 
DISEASES OP VINES. 
W ith the aid of a reoentlv published 
work by M onsieur Vialn, o f the College of 
Montpellier, France, concerning the fun­ 
goid disease o f vine», it appears to be now 
much easier to determine the true nature 
of some of the fungoid diseases in our own 
vineyards. 
Heretofore this question bos 
been obscured for want of correct informa­ 
tion as to the varieties of this disease, and 
from repeated exam inations now made i 


ivfm s plain th at wc have in our vineyards 
ail the know n varieties! of fungoid disease 
th at trouble the French vineyards, w ith 
easier m eans of identification and thereby 
for determ ining the true remedies. 
F or in ­ 
stance, w hat is know n as black measles in 
m any places appears to be the true mi-ldew, 
or jitronorporo iilicola, w hich cau only be 
fought according to present experience by 
th e use of sulphate of iron or sulphate of 
oopper. used as a w ash on the vine in the 
w inter tim e and early in the spring as a 
powder. 
ANOTHER FORMIDABLE Fl'MOOID DISEASE 
W ell know n in France as ant Vamose, com­ 
prising different varieties oi' the sam e, is 
plainly discoverable in our vinevarda. 
It 
is fought in France by freauent applica­ 
tions of snip h u r and powdered lim e .' T he 
use o f sulphate of iron in a powdered form 
is also recom m ended. 
These distinctions 
in fungoid diseases w ill probably soon ex­ 
plain som e of tho difficulties w hich have 
been experienced in this State w here the 
use of sulphur alone, os ordinarily used 
against o-úlúrn, have liecn unsatisfactory. 
Those who have the black m easles in their 
vineyards would do well to m ark the vines 
before the foiiage has gone, taking care in 
the w inter to treat them , and those in their 
im m ediate vicinity, w ith a concentrated

Coloma was a sm all 
village, but a place of considerable im ­ 
portance, being the county seat of II! Do­ 
rado. 
Society was in a chaotic stale.

were no social privileges, and Judge Lynch 
still sat upon the bench, w ith th e halter in 
his hands, ready to siring up th e next of­ 
fender against law . 
The Sabbath day was 
forgotten; gold v>tis God, and crowds of 
gam blers and m iners fillet, our streets 
Profane oaths were the com m on vocabti- 
ulary, and upon our sidew alks various 
gam bling gam es in every part of the town 
were continually going on. 
No sound of 
th e church-going belis called onr m inds 
back to the Sabbath days of ou r childhood 
hom e in the Pilgrim laud of on r falliere, 
where our heavenly l-'atiier is revered and 
worshiped us the guiding star of earthly 
life, crow ned w ith bright visions of a 
celestial paradise beyond t he grave. 
A t th at tim e we. had in Coloma all classes 
in society, and draw n front nearly every 
quarter o f the globe; m any o f them in ­ 
ten t only upon the acquisition o f gold.

m ettle of m anhood, w hich cannot befim n 1 
outside the ranks t t our oatly pioneers.

1851.

W hile it was nece.-sary to 
use large num bers of (he quick-growing 
fajft m aples, yet they arc intercepted with 
the elm s and other hard varieties, w hich 
will take the place of the short lived tr' es 
w hen the latter shell have passed their 
prim e. 
O f lindens alone there is a contin- 
ous drive of thirteen m iles in length, w ith 
tour rows on M assachusetts avenue in ono 
stretch of over three m iles long 
Of Caro­ 
lina poplars, tu lip trees and buftnn-woods 
there aro about equal lencihs. T he trim ­ 
m ing of the tries is carried on solely ac­ 
cording to th e judgm ent of the Parking 
Con m isión in the furtherance of their 
plans for im proving the appearance of the 
trees. 
No trim m ing is ever perm itted in 
th e interest of the telegraph w:ree, an d if 
no other m eans can be found to rem ove 
them the u-ees will drive the w ires off the 
streets in a few years at th e m ost.—{Com­ 
m ercial Gazette.

W hebk Salmon ark A bundant.—Prof. 
M ilneof earthquake celebrity has recently 
visited the Kurile islands, which stretcL 
between Japan and Siberia, with the object 
of studying the volcanoes these. He sailed 
round the Island of Iturup. which is about 
713 miles long by 80 broad, and which is 
inhabited here and there along the coast 
by Ainos, who are engaged in fishing dur­ 
ing the season. 
Here is a description of 
the abundance of fish : The fish which are 
caught are salmon and salmon trout. These 
exist in such numbers during the summer 
and autum n season that their fins sticking 
out of the water near the entrances to the 
rivers look like tang'.ei. masses of kelp; 
wiiile up the rivers it is little exaggeration 
to sav that some of the pools are mixtures 
of fish ami water. W ith a rifie bullet you 
may pierce four or five at a single shot. 
The shingle shoals are often covered with 
dead fish, which in their struggle for exist­ 
ence have become so weak that having 
once ran themselves ashore they are una­ 
ble to return to deeper water. A single 
haul of a small seine upon the beach 
brought to land a huge heap of fish varying 
in weight from four to twenty pounds, the 
number of which we rougblv estimated at 
3,000.—[PslI Mall Gazette.

A N ew P rocess of E xtracting Sugar 
from the Cane.—It is reported that Fro- 
bach has discovered a method of making 
sugar without crushing or pressing. Ac­ 
cording to the method the cane is cut into 
strips and the water is extracted by alco­ 
holic vapor, which leaves the saccharine 
to be dissolved into liquid. The alcohol 
and sugar are filtered out by means of lime 
and chalk. It is claimed that this process 
of manufacture will add one-third to the 
production over and above any process now 
in use.

T H3 EN GLISH SPAR R O W . 


The American OtntthologtsU l’nicn I Jo­ 
el «.re for Its Kztcrm iuation. 
At the meeting of the Council of the 
American Ornithologists’ Union, held in 
W ashington recently, the committee ap­ 
pointed in September, ISivt. to inquire into 
the question of the eligibility or ineligibil­ 
ity of the European house-sparruw in 
America, rendered its final report, which 
was .; 'cepti'd and adopted as the sense of 
the Union on the subject. The committee I 
sent out a circular letter to over a thousand 
persons, ornithologists and others, aud 
thus obtained very full and satisfactory 
cvidenoe concerning the sparrow, and 
which shown it to be a most miserable 
pest. The committee says ; 
A large proportion oí tho answers re­ 
ceived are of one import, written 
by 
persons having no definite data to commu­ 
nicate, but who, having experienced an­ 
noyance from the bird's unclcauliness aud 
unmusical notes, desire to see it exter­ 
minated. 
Under this head belong tho 
numerous petitions which have reached us 
from several quarters, notably from 1‘hila- 
delphia. 
The subject 
is 
regarded as 
sufficiently im portant by the inhabitants 
of that city to warrant the issue of printed 
forms, which, with long lists of subscrib­ 
ers, have been submitted to the considera­ 
tion of your committee. 
The earliest date of importation of the 
sparrow kn- wu to us is ISbtí, when Thomas 
A Ileblois libe: ited a few individuals at 
Portland, Me. These disappeared shortly 
afterward, and were not successfully re­ 
plac'd until 1873, 
In 18.38 sparrows were 
liberated at Feacedalc. R. I., by Joseph 
1’euce Hazard. They were first introduced 
into Central I'aik. New York City, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Conklin, the superintendent of 
the menagerie, in the year 1861. In 1860 
Eugene fJliitfflin turned loose twelve birds 
in Madison Square, New York City. 
In 
1868 Uie species was first introduced into 
Boston Common. 
In 18(59 a num ber were 
given the liberty of the parks of Philadel­ 
phia. Somewhat later a successful attempt 
was made to establish a colony near Great 
Ha.t 1/ttkc, Utah, and about the same time 
the birds became resident at Indianapolis 
Intl. 
In a period of at out ten years the spar­ 
rows reached neatly all the large towns 
and cities of New England and the Middle 
States, and many of those of the Western 
States, without artificial assistance. 
It 
also made its appearance in suburban 
towns and country villages. 
From the 
Southern States and the Western Suites 
beyond the Mississippi river we have re- 
oeivsd but few returns, and most of these 
state that the sparrow lias not been ob­ 
served. In Canada it has become generally 
distributed over the southern sections of 
Quebec and Ontario (it is abundant in the 
city of Quebec), and in 1.884 several flocks 
invaded New Brunswick. 
Few observers have definitely deter­ 
mined the number of broods hatched year­ 
ly by this bird, and the number of young 
to the brood. 
We liave, however, returns 
from several ornithologists. The iu iximuiu 
given by Mr. II. 1!. Bailey, of Orange, New 
Jersey—six broods in one season, witli 
from four to five young in a brood—proba­ 
bly indicates the extent of the bird's fertili­ 
ty in this climate 
The usual number of 
broods in the latitude of New York aud 
southward appears to be four. 
In more 
northern districts, three broods yearly 
would probably be near the average.' 
There is an overwhelming mass of testi­ 
mony to the effect that thesparrow molests 
and drives away certain of our most 
valued species of native birds. Many state­ 
ments have been received giving accounts 
of conflicts provoked by the spairow in 
which it was cruelly victorious. 
It is 
affirmed that from some localities native 
species have been completely banished by 
the attacks or by tiie mero presence of the 
foreigner. 
We have also evidence of an 
opjiositc character, declaring the sparrow's 
peaceable disposition and its association 
upon amicable terms with other species of 
birds. 
Moat of our correspondents state that 
they have never known the sparrow to 
commit depredations upon crops, but well- 
autlu’iiticated 
instances 
are 
furnished 
showing its ability and disposition to ac­ 
complish great destruction to grain. 
Mr. 
Stewart, of Hackensack, New Jersey, re­ 
lates the destruction of a large margin of 
wheat in the field. Hon.G. A. Bicknell.of 
N't-w Albany, Indiana, says : 
‘ When the 
grain ripens the sparrows leave the city 
and attack the wheat fields in the suburbs. 
! have seen hundreds of them at once in 
my field», and they got about half tho 
crop.’ 
Mr T. G. Gentry, in his exhaustive 
work on the sparrow, gives similar in­ 
stances. That the bird feeds upon fruits is 
amply attested. 
The experiment has recently been tried 
in Philadelphia and elsewhere of substi­ 
tuting sparrows for pigeons in trap-shoot­ 
ing, but of course without seriously dim in­ 
ishing their numbers. 
In other localities 
the birds have been poisoned or otherwise 
gotten rid of to some extent by indignant 
citizen? in defiance of laws. 
The balance of public opinion is strongly 
adverse to the sparrows. 
Our returns, 
however, show protective laws (usually the 
same statute which provides for the secu­ 
rity of other small birds) in Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode Island, New 
York, New Jersey, Ohio, the District of 
Columbia and Ganada. The law in Massa­ 
chusetts and Michigan has lately been re­ 
pealed, and specially exempt.’; the English 
sparrow from protection. 
We have learned the rapacity and dispo­ 
sition of this bird to injure grain aud fruits, 
ar.d that when gathered in large numbers 
it threatens very seriously the interests of 
the farmer and horticulturist. 
Although 
testimony of a certain kind indicates that 
its young are fed with insects, actual dis­ 
section shows that vegetable substances are 
mainly employed. 
The adult birds feed 
almost exclusively upon seeds and grains. 
They drive away from their accu3t<imc-d 
haunts, either directly or indirectly, many 
of our native insectivorous species. It may 
be added that they have proved in recent 
years so destructive of crops in other coun­ 
tries as to render it necessary to enact laws 
looking to their extermination. 
In view of 
these facts, your committee believes that the 
European sparrow {Paster domeslicua) is an 
ineligible species in this country, and that 
it was a mistaken policy to introduce the 
bird. And we would respectfully recom­ 
mend : 
(1) That the sheltering or otherwise fos­ 
tering the sparrow’ by the public be dis­ 
couraged, and that its introduction artifici­ 
ally into new localities, and its sale forsuch 
purposes, be forbidden by law. 
(2) That all existing laws protecting the 
sparrow be repealed, and that bounties be 
offered for its destruction.

It hung at his girdle, and while toying 
carelessly with i!, he would turn the han­ 
dle, when a needle of exquisite fineness 
was shot from it. which would bitty itself 
unfell in the flesh of the person whom he 
wished to kill. The needle was tipped with 
a deadly poison. 
It was not until Tebaldo's 
victims could be counted by the score that 
his six ret was discovered. The y -ung man 
who sets out in life with a keen u it, :-. poor 
opinion of human nature and a delight in 
saying a good thing at anybody’s cost, will 
soon find that ho wields as cruel and 
deadly a weapon as this famous “ Key of 
Death,” which will not mily wound others, 
but poison liisow n life, and leave him to 
a solitary, miserable old age.—[Y outh’s 
Companion.

A NEGLECTED STUDY. 


¡he American Architect some time since 
endeavored to have tiie an hitects of the 
country v le upon the question : “ W hich 
are the ten hest buildings in the United 
ft rates ?" 
\ full vote would have had 
muelt value. 
It would have developed in 
u large degree the capacity of the archi­ 
tects in 
matters of taste and 
archi­ 
tectural 
knowledge. 
It 
would 
have 
tested the 
thought 
of the 
architects 
ami have done no little toward devel­ 
oping an American system. 
But the 
effort failed, though there are several 
thousand architects in the oonntrv who 
m ust be presumed to lie well informed 
concerning all the details of the chief 
buildings in America. Only seventy-five 
of the members of the profession had the 
courage, or at least the interest, to re­ 
spond. 
But out of the vote as it stood 
there is to be drawn something of value. 
The ballots stood: 1. T rinity Church, 
Boston, t>3 ; 2. National Capitol. D. C., 41 ; 
3. residence of W. It. Vanderbilt,‘New 
York, 37 ; 1. Trinity Church, New York, 
34 : 5. Jefferson M arket Court-house, New 
York, 23; 
6. State Capitol, Hartford, 
Connecticut, 23; 7. City Hall, Albany, 10; 
8. Lever Ilall, Cambridge, 17; 0. State 
Capitol Albany, 10; 10. Town Ilall, North 
iijston, Massachusetts, 15. 
The surprises in this vote to the layman 
are that the National Capitol should have 
been given only second ¡dace; and T rinity 
Church, New York, rated fourth, when 
the popular judgment would place it much 
lower down on the list. The much-praised 
Capitol at Albany ranks in the judgment 
of the architects below the Albany City 
H all, and a private residence is placed 
above both. 
It is probable that the archi­ 
tects can give excellent reasons for placing 
T rinity (Boston) ahead of the National 
Capitol, hut the public judgm ent would 
reverse the situations. 
Of course, in a 
country where all manner of styles prevail 
am i ail manner of architectural hash is 
served up, and such compositions evolved 
as are known nowhere else in the world, 
the popular judgm ent cannot be considered 
to he properly informed. 
The vote given 
shows that the architects themselves are 
subject to the influence of the varied, and 
what the “ Magazine of Art" terms the im­ 
possible styles in vogue in this country, for 
the ten buildings chosen we are assured 
represent very fairly the variety in archi­ 
tecture in thisoountry. If now the sevent v- 
five members of the profession—and which 
is one of the most im portant, and calls for 
the best order of talent and art taste— 
who voted as they did, would contribute 
th e ir views in defense of their votes, the 
public would Iks greatly edified and largely 
informed. 
T he reading men of the day probably 
neglect architecture more than any other 
of the topics that go to make up general 
reading. 
For instance, Buskin’s lectures 
are the most delightful reading, and are 
models of clearness, hut they are not read 
to that extent which the architectural 
topics treated deserve. 
As far back as 
1853 he expressed himself as not surprised 
th at the general public was little interested 
in architecture. 
Said h e : “ I know you 


do not care alxrnt it. About such architect­ 
ure as is built nowadays no mortal ever 
did or could care.” 
But lie did interest 
the iK-ople of Edinburgh in the subject as 
they had never V en before, and architect­ 
ural culture under such stimulus became 
more general. 
The public neglect of the art which has 
so much to do in molding the tastes of a 
people, and thus influencing their lives, 
has been the theme for a vast amount of 
expressed regret. 
We have come to let 
the architects do our thinking for us and 
to mold our tastes, while we have been 
passive in their hands. 
“ Architecture is au art,” said Buskin, 
“ f< T all men to learn, because all arc con­ 
cerned in it, and it is so simple that there 
is no excuse for not being acquainted with 
its primary rules any more than for ignor­ 
ance of grammar or of spelling, which 
are both 
of 
them far more difficult 
sciences. 
F ar less trouble than is neces­ 
sary to learn how to play chess, or whist, 
or goff, ' lerably—far less than a school­ 
boy takes to win the meanest prize of the 
passing year, would acquaint you with all 
the main principles of the construction of 
a gothic cathedral, and i believe you 
would hardly find the study less amusing.” 
If the reading public could, to some 
considerable extent, he called upon to vote 
their ideas of which are the ten best or 
ten handsomest build lags in a State or 
city, we would lie able to arrive at a fair 
judgm ent of the idane of the public taste 
in architecture. Jtnlging from the busi­ 
ness and residence structures—outside of a 
few great cities—so many accept from 
builders without demur, and from the ab­ 
sence of protest against unsightly streets 
and the sad displays along business fronts, 
the conviction is unavoidal 1c th at the 
architectural taste is at a very low*cbb 
among our people. Of one thing there 
can be no denial—that in California, of all 
places in the world, the prevailing style of 
building is least adapted to the climate, 
the sanitary needs and the comfort of the 
people. 


SHALL THE SIYER BE DESTROYED I 


The local account we yesterday pub­ 
lished of the condition of the river bed in 
front of this city, is conclusive of the 
whole question regarding the proposed ap­ 
peal to the < lovernment to do something 
more for navigation on the Sacramento 
than the pulling out of a few snags bv the 
aid of a fourth class river boat. 
It is a fact that while there must be no 
further deposition of mining slickens or 
debris in the river or its tributaries; that 
while the people must relax not a whit of 
vigilance and activity in applying legal 
remedies; while there must be done noth­ 
ing by the State or the Government that 
will give the slighest warrant or least ex­ 
cuse fortheeontinuance of acts determined 
by the Courts to be unlawful, action must 
be taken to clear the river of its present 
sand and slickens deposits, that its naviga­ 
bility may be assured at the lowest stage 
of water probable. 
If the < lovernment is 
not to do this work, what authority diall 
be invoked to that end ? 
If it is found,as is alleged to be the fact, 
that the debris 
and slickens deposits 
already in tributaries of the river are 
likely to come into it with still greater 
rapidity, to its impairment, or are now 
doing so, as we believe is the case, the 
Government must be appealed to, to adopt 
preventive and remedial measures. 
It will lie claimed by a class unable to 
take a broad view of the question that this 
means the construction of restraining dams. 
But all such assumptions are silly, unwar­ 
ranted and inimical to the valley. It must 
be left to the Government to determine 
what needs to be done. 
If it shall con­ 
clude that the old dejiosits cannot be pre­ 
vented from entering the river without the 
erection of restraining works, the people 
should not therefore consent to the utter 
destruction of the river by inaction on the 
part of the Federal Government. 
But they should see to it th at whatever 
work the Government does shall not be 
assailed by new contributions of mining 
debris. 
It would be wildest folly to at­ 
tempt to restrain the descent of debris and 
at the same time perm it the miners to send 
down new contributions to river destruc­ 
tion. 
Nor will the Government ever con­ 
sent to such a state of affairs. 
If levees are repaired, the river dredged, 
the cut ting action of the current augment­ 
ed, the debris, deposits fortified against, it 
must he done only when accompanied by a 
Government mandate that none will dare 
to disobey, that the turning of hydraulic 
tailings, sand, slickens and coarse or other 
debris into the tributaries of the rivers 
shall cease, and not again be resumed. 
W e repeat, the speediest remedy and 
the best aid to be given the effort to pro­ 
tect the valley is intervention hy the Gov­ 
ernment. 
W ithout it, the destruction of 
river navigation is inevitable. 
It remains 
to be seen whether this people will con­ 
tinue inactive, or whether they will in­ 
voke the aid the Government is duty 
hound to extend.

THE TIME3 IJIPR 07IN G . 


There can le no doubt among those who 
have closely observed the condition of the 
country and the influences that mold it, 
that 
the business situation is slowly 
improving. 
Out of abnormal stagnation 
we are coming into something of former 
activity. 
The New York m arket reports 
lively action in several m aterial branches 
of trade. The stock market, it is true, 
shows little change from its point of de­ 
clension. 
But, despite its sluggishness, it 
is a fact that purse-strings are being untied 
and goods taken from shelf, shop and fact­ 
ory. This is not mere necessary fall sup­ 
ply. 
It is too early for that. 
It is a gen­ 
uine revival, a natural awakening from a 
sleep that has been very sound. 
As has 
been remarked by shrewd observers, our 
hard times have been in Í885 simply inac­ 
tion. 
There has been no positive assailing 
cause. We have had neither panic, plague 
nor desolating storm; there has been no 
famine, no acute human suffering—nothing 
of real distress, such as settles down not 
unfrequently upon th e countries of E u­ 
rope. 
The Current goes so far in its criti­ 
cism of the situation as to say: “ W hat 
a 
prosperous 
country 
must 
he 
that 
people's 
ills 
grow 
where all 
the 
out 
of 
their 
own 
minds — where 
production has only ceased because the 
inhabitants so willed it." 
This is stating 
it rather strongly. 
Want of confidence in 
the commercial and financial world is 
never imaginative, never mere nervous 
forecast. 
There always is some material 
cause for it, and there has been in 1S85. 
But that it is needless to discuss. 
We re­ 
peat that the indications arc that the au­ 
tumn trade will be good at the East, better 
than it will be probably in California. But 
the wave of activity must reach us with 
some degree of force. 
The reasons for this 
faith arc many and too extended for re­ 
capitulation now. 
It is sufficient to point 
to the fact testified to by the commercial 
and trade press of the Ytlantic, and to the 
actual exchange going on between factor 
and buyer and merchant and retailer, 
and to the reinvestment of capital in ac­ 
tive industries. 
And right here let it be 
said, that an im portant motor to propel as 
toward good times is to talk good times, 
precisely as it is propulsion to hard times 
to chatter about it all the time. 


THE ENGLISH SCANDAL. 


The compromise—for it was nothing less 
—of the English criminal court with the 
woman Jeffries, the infamous procuress, 
was shameful in the extreme. 
The aged 
wretch pleaded guilty in a court, the doors 
of which were closed against the public. 
She was let off’ with a nominal fine and on 
giving a low penalty liond for good beha­ 
vior. 
This proceeding was had to prevent 
the truth being told in court, which, had 
it been made public, would have created 
such consternation in English society as 
would have shaken the nation to its center. 
It was a deliberate use of the court by the 
Titled patrons of the corrupter of in­ 
nocence and dealer in female children, 
to hush up a fearful scandal and conceal 
the most revolting crimes of the century. 
As a result of this subversion of justice, 
the editor of the Poll Mali Gazette took up 
the investigation the court had evaded, and 
with what effect the world is now informed. 
It is a complete answer to all and overy ex­ 
cuse and assault that may be attempted, 
that the exposures made by the Gazette drove 
the English Parliam ent like a whipped 
cur into a corner, and it passed, about three 
weeks ago, a bill raising the age of consent 
to sixteen years.. 
It did this cowering 
under the lash of public indignation, but 
not even then until an over-bold member 
of the Commons declared that, if the 
House refused, he wo ild proceed to name 
the persons who were guilty of being 
participants in the horrible practices re­ 


LIABILITY OF LANDLORDS. 


A singular action has been brought in 
San Francisco. A tenant sues his landlord 
for $100,000 damages, 
lie alleges that ho 
occupied the house on the representation 
that it was fit for occupancy and In good 
condition. 
But the sewers were defective 
and the piping bad. 
As a result filth ac­ 
cumulated beneath the house, of which 
the landlord had notice, but of which the 
tenant was ignorant. 
T-lic family of the 
latter was made sick. 
Zymotic diseases 
set in and malaria poison affected 
the 
household. 
All had diphtheria, and two 
children died. • In e plaintiff*charges these 
dire results to the negligence of the laúd- 
lord and the unsanitary condition of the 
premises. 
It is certain th at disease and 
death often result from just such condi­ 
tions, but it is rare that we hear of a case 
at law in which it is proposed to make the 
andlord smart for his neglect. 
Assuming 
the facts stated to be true, it would appear 
that the law should, and we believe it does, 
afford the tenant a remedy. 
W hat distinc­ 
tion can he drawn between the cases of the 
landlord who leaves a broken plank in a 
walk or floor, to trap and injure the passer­ 
by,and the landlord who invites the tenant,to 
his injury, to live in a house the atmosphere 
of which is poisoned by defective sewers? 
The law docs give a remedy in the first 
case, and the same rule, it would seem, 
should obtain in the latter. 
If the plain­ 
tiff in the action referred to recovers, it 
will have a powerful influence in stim u­ 
lating property owners who rent premises 
to sanitary cleanliness of houses let. 


THE NEW SERVICE. 


The adoption by the Government of 
the special delivery system for the Postal 
Department 
must 
infringe 
upon 
the 
money-making messenger system main­ 
tained by a number of private companies. 
But it will not trench upon it to the ex­ 
tent assumed by some of our contempo­ 
raries; for, iu order to secure the service, 
one must go to the postoffice, or await 
postal-box visitation, while, by the private 
messenger system, a messenger may he 
called and be retained in service to return 
with an answer. 
Under no possible regu­ 
lation the postal authorities can adopt will 
there be immediate delivery. 
To secure 
that such a force of messengers must he 
maintained as will make the service non­ 
paying and exceedingly unweildv. 
The 
Postal Department cannot set up a system 
other than an effort at delivery within a 
given time after the deposit of the letter. 
If immediate delivery is attempted there 
must lie a constantly open office and no 
dropping in boxes of letters for this deliv­ 
ery, since boxes can be visited only at 
stated periods. 
But the new system will 
nevertheless be of great public benefit. 
It 
is one more assumption by Government of 
business functions. To what further ex­ 
tent the assumption will be carried re­ 
mains to be seen. 


THE CASE 
OF MARSHALL. 


It certainly would have been becoming 
to the State to have pensioned the late 
Jam es W. M arshall liberally. 
The fact 
that he was the discoverer of gold in Cali­ 
fornia should have been sufficient, even in 
its accidental character, to have kept the 


State grateful for his part in the woniler- 
itl 
drama that made this territory a 
State of the Union. 
But 
it 
is oulv 
just to say that Marshall was not wholly 
neglected. 
H e did receive for a long time 
a pension from the State, and a very eon- 
'ideraW - sum of money was in the ag­ 
gregate voted to 
him from the public 
treasury. 
Had he been more provident 
and his habits of life less open to criticism, 
it is probable that the payment would 
never have ceased. 
It is not creditable to 
California that it did ecu- ; that any 
considerations whatever induced our Leg­ 
islatures to withdraw State liounty from 
him. 
The old man was never satisfied 
with the regular payment of a stipend. 
He lielieved and urged that he should 
have a round sum. 
His persistence hail a 
good deal to do with the injustice done 
him. 
Still, the State should have risen 
superior to all minor considerations, and 
have seen to it that Marshall was well 
cared for. 
The least it can now do i ■ to 
erect a suitable monument above his re­ 
remains.

sufficient to go in out of the rain, who does 
not know that the resolution not to com­ 
plete the road was a sevc-re blow to 
the whole State, an immediate injury t > 
the trade of California, and th at the reso­ 
lution was the inevitable result of the 
demagogical assault of the blatant fellows 
who assume to be the people's champions. 
That much of influence they may !k' ad­ 
m itted to have possessed. 
Of course Con­ 


gress should give serious attention to the 
question. 
But if only the people of San 
Francisco had taken harm by the diversion 
of trade consequent upon the assault upon 
the California and Oregon road, there 
would !>e entertained no regrets that the 
road was not Imllt, since that people, most 
deeply and profoundly interested, not onlr 
failed to protest against the wrong, but by 
inaction and tim idity became parties to it. 
it 
is a 
very serious question indeed, 
whether it is not too late to retrieve the 
error of the recent past in this matter. 


Dr.. S n ow , of Providence, B. L, has for 
thirty years kept the stati-tics of births, 
deaths and marriages in that city. 
He 
finds that the number of people who 
m ight have married in the la.-t ten years 
was H o per cent, greater than during the 
ten years preceding the war of the rebel­ 
lion, while those who did marry numbered 
only 77 per cent, greater. 
So far rus Frov 
idence is concerned this only verifies the 
general belief, and which is well grounded 
that the matrimonial inclination is de­ 
clining. 
It does not keep pace with the 
growth of population, and the cause is not 
difficult to discover. 
Marriage is becom­ 
ing more and more a m atter of impossibil­ 
ity with the poor and those who are wage 
winners, because our methods of subsist­ 
ence are inconsistent with economical liv­ 
ing. 
As the New York Post sums up the 
whole m atter: “ The cost of maintaining a 
family in goo.I style and of giving children 
a liberal education increases more rapidly 
than the earnings of the husband and 
lather.. A man secs that if lie marries, lie 
must abandon modes of life which have 
become essential to hi* comfort, and he 
fears that tlie more restricted plane of ex­ 
penditure would he as disagreeable to the 
woman as to himself.”

mainly with a view to secure represent­ 
ative men whom the people are willing to 
entrust with their contributions.

committee laboring at New York for a 
national 
monument propose 
to name 
twenty Commissioners in each State to 
aid it, and the number is not excessive. 
The Directors and Executive Committee 
chosen by the State Society have only the 
simple but high and honorable duty of 
receiving the people’s subscriptions, for­ 
warding them to the President of the State 
Association—the Governor—and then of 
deciding what form the monumental testi­ 
monial shall take, to invite proposals from 
the art world for its construction, and to 
award the contract. 
T hat the Directors 
chosen are competent to this task no one 
will denv.

One Nathaniel 
Jones 
sold 
the 
watch 
to a Hebrew 
gentleman 
(the first in­ 
stance 
on 
record 
of 
one 
having 
been 
swindled 
in 
that 
way) 
for 
the fancy price of i l 50. 
H e claimed that 
Hugan, a 
pard" of his. whose headquar­ 
ters were about the Casino Saloon, on K 
street, between Second and Third, liad 
handed him the piece of brass and nickel, 
with a request that lie should gct$t 50 for 
it. as tie needed.it just then in iiis business. 
(H e was engaged in a game of cards, and 
had been 
frequently 
stuck ' 
for 
the 
drinks.) Jones got the money, and says 
ho gave it to Ilogan. H ogan swears lie 
never saw the watch, and rave no such 
piece of goods to Jones. 
Johnson, the 
man who had lost a watch, could not iden­ 
tify the one in Court as his ; wherefore, it 
it were no; hi.;, and he never lost it, neither 
Hogan nor Jones could well have stolen it 
from him. 
Jones swore that Hogan spent 
most of tLe proceeds of the sate for three 
9h:rts , hut now conies the proprietor o f the 
saloon, and swears that the money with 
which the1 -hirts wore b night was fur­ 
nished by him self to Hogan—the consid­ 
eration being sim ply love and affection. 
After hearing ail the confused and con­ 
flicting mass of testimony, the Court de­ 
cided to ta1 e the matter under advisement 
for a day. The question seems (o he : Hid 
Johnson lose any w atcli? 
If he did, what 
o f it, inasmuch us the one in question was

A IT.isosekNVho was Not iMmisoNKP.— 
Governor Stoneman has granted a pardon 
to Cyrus 1! Cooper, the colored bigamist, 
convicted in the Superior Court of this 
county in January. 1885, and who was sen­ 
tenced to imprisonment in the State Prison 
for a term ot years. 
The Board of Prison 
Directors recommended the pardon, on the 
grounds that Superior Judges -McFarland 
and Van Fleet, District Attorney Carey, 
eleven of the jurors, and a number of citi­ 
zens, r-. presented by petition that Cooper 
committed the crime without knowledge or 
intent, and had always hornea good char­ 
acter. 
Coo) er has been out on hail ever 
since he was sentenced, and has been em ­ 
ployed as c uk by John C. Boggs, who was 
m ainly instrumental in securing his par­ 
don. It would seem from this, that bigamy 
is not a crime, and receives, rol only the 
endorsement of the judiciary, but juries and 
attorneys as w ell. 
The citizens who are 
floated in regard to the case referred to will 
no doubt he astonished when thev ascer­ 
tain that Jude ■ McFarland and Judge Van 
Fleet implored the Governor for Cooper’s 
pardon.

The records of mortality for July, as far 
as we can judge by the reports received 
from various localities, show a remarkably 
healthy condition of the population of the 
State. 
There is no epidemic disease at 
present recorded as existing 
anywhere 
within our borders. 
Diphtheria,which has 
prevailed extensively in Ran Francisco, is 
daily lessening, owing to the vigilance o f 
that accomplished sanitarian and zealous 
officer o f health, Dr. J. L. Aleares, who. if 
clothed with the necessary authority, will 
adopt such further sanitary measures as 
will effectually remove the cause of this 
destructive disease. 
Xc> deaths are reported this month front 
Redding, Haywards. Ukich and vicinity, 
Castroville, YVheatiand, 
Colton, 
C o lle g e 
City, (lair, Nicolaus, Rhasta. Durham, Yvnl- 
sonville, Crescent City or Fort Bidwcll. 
I)r. C. A. Rogers reports from Bakersfield 
one death from sunstroke, the only one 
front this cause reported. 
If we compare 
this record with that furnished fio:n the 
Eastern States during the thermic wave we 
will appreciate the salubrity o f our climate 
even upon its warmest days. O f those dis­ 
eases especially affecting the respiratory 
organs we find that consumption caused 
113 deaths. 
This must not In- taken as a 
measure i f tli ■ prevalence of this disease in 
this State, as tli- majority of those who die 
front this cause have sought these shores 
with the disease already well developed, 
and hope i to recover in ottr genial climate. 
Pneumonia caused fifty deaths; thirty- 
three of which occurred in Ran Francisco, 
three in Berkeley, one in Atontercy, >ix in 
Oakland, one in 
Los Angeles, two in 
YVoodland, one in YY'eavervilie, one in Ran 
Jose, one in Angel’s Camp and one in 
Rhasta. 
YY ith the exception o f these latter 
towns there were no deaths iront pneu­ 
monia in any of the interior counties. 
; 
Bronchitis was fatal in but two instan­ 
ces outside uf Ran Francisco, where seven 
deaths occurred. This is reliable evidence 
that climatic conditions more frequently 
determine the rise and fall of this affection 
of the respiratory apparatus than any other 
cause. 
When the dryness of the atm os­ 
phere is marked and the temperature high, 
as on the plains and in the interior valleys 
in summer, we find bronchitis in abeyance; 
b u t' oí the - i a coast,wuere the tempt rature 
is lower and the humidity greater, this 
disease is found to prevail to a greater or 
less extent with the variations of the 
meteorological condition. 
• 
Croup caused fourteen deaths; ten of 
them iu Ran Francisco, one in Siskiyou 
county, one in Sacramento,one in Stockton 
and iine in Napa. 
Diphtheria is credited with forly-seven 
dealhs ; thirty-two of which occurred in 
San Francisco -a decrease of tw elve from 
last month. There was one death from 
this cause in Placel vilh-, one in Stockton, 
one in Elk Grove, one in Plymouth, one in 
Berkeley, two in Petalum a,'three in Oak­ 
land. three ill San Jose and two ill Merced. 
Dr. J. II. Crane, writing from Petaluma, 
says the disease was imported from Ran 
Francisco; and Dr. H. N. Rucker writes 
that those dying in Alerccd were brought 
from Mariposa. Thus are the seeds of this 
dreadful disease sown front county 
to 
county, wiien a little sanitary care vigor­ 
ously enfc reed would 
have 
absolutely 
destroyed the infection and annihilated its 
power. 
YY’hooping-cough proved fatal in four in­ 
stances. 
Scarlet fever caused but one death, and 
that in Los Angeles. 
Measles shows the gratifying decrease 
from thirty-two last month ‘to eleven this 
month. 
Rmall-pox we are glad to record is still 
entirely absent from the Rial -. 
However, 
from a letter received front Dr. YY’olfred 
Nelson, dated Gulf of California, July 20th. 
we learn that this loathsome and entirely 
preventable disease has made iD appearance 
in La Paz. Lower California, and may, with­ 
out proper precaution, reach us either over­ 
land or by sea. 
Diarrhoea and dysentery, although pre­ 
vailing extensively, 
caused 
but 
three 
deaths outside of Ran Francisco; in that 
•ity it wan fatal in nine cases, altogether a 
very small mortality for this season of the 
year. 
Cholera infantum exhibits a ¡ike small 
mortality, producing hut fourteen deaths, 
which, c nisi h ring tlie high range of tem ­ 
perature that has prevailed, is quite grati­ 
fying. 
Typhoid fever has slightly increased its 
death rate, numbering twenty-om— an in­ 
crease over last month of fo e. 
Reports have been received from sixtv- 
ninc localities, and they show that the dis­ 
eases which prevail most extensively a re 
diarrhiea, dysentery and summer cholera.

though prevailing extensively the m o r ta l­ 
ity is limited, thus showing that the intes­ 
tinal disorder is of a mild character and 
depends more upon climatic conditions and 
negligence of sanitary rules in tlie matter 
of diet than upon any specific cause. 
Information having reached this Board 
from trustworthy sources that the sanita­ 
tion of many o f the favorite resorts of 
those seeking health is so bad as to further 
endanger the lives of those brought within 
its influence, the Rtate Board of Health, 
therefore, takes this occasion to recom­ 
mend that the managers or proprietors of 
our 
health 
resorts, especially those of 
mineral springs which are supposed to 
have a curative influence, and therefore 
much sought after by the afflicted, make 
a careful inspection of their premises, and 
see that no excreta is scattered about the 
grounds, and that the out-houses, drains 
and privies are daily deodorized and disin­ 
fected. and that such receptacles be sem i­ 
annually cleansed of their contents, which 
should be either burnt or buried, or, where 
practicable, used for fertilizing purposes. It 
must not be forgotten that the visitors to 
the different mineral springs are not, as a 
rule, those in robust health, but, on the 
contrary, it is the delicate and the diseased 
that seek these resorts to recuperate their 
impaired constitutions. Stich persons are 
much mere susceptible, if not actually 
the subjects o f infectious disease them ­ 
selves, to infection from emanations that 
possibly would take no effect upon robust 
constitutions ; hence the absolute necessity 
o f speedily rendering harmless all excreta 
and garbage of every kind. 
One of our 
correspondents complains that the odors 
perceptible about the grounds o f one o f our 
most favored springs are positively sicken­ 
ing, especially upon a warm, calm even­ 
ing, and that excreta is permitted to remain 
day 
after 
day without 
any attempt 
being made to deodorize or disinfect it. 
A 
member of this Board is personally aware 
of instances of typhoid fever contracted at 
such places; and there is no doubt that 
w heie a number of invalids are congre­ 
gated together drinking purgative waters, 
and all using the same receptarles, the 
probabilities of engendering in lectious dis­ 
ease are proportionately increased and the 
dissemination of disease germs greatly 
facihtated. 
It is, therefore, strictly within 
the province of this Board to warn and 
exhort all those interested in these health 
resorts to look most conscientiously and 


ricd out, that no further complaint may 
arise from this source. The value of our 
mineral sprhtgsas curative agents is beyoiul 
compulation ; it is, therefore, only just 
that 
their wonderful therapeutic value 
should uut be impaired by any agent whose 
noxious Qualities would lend to lessen it 
not destroy Hie good effects that otherwise 
might he produced. 
Apart from this, a 
health resort should be one in fact and not 
in name alone; and to m ake it such the 
most scrupulous care must be exercised to 
see that no source of disease is permitted 
to remain undetected or unrcmoved.

KOBE ATTENTION R E Q llK fD TO 
CAKE OF LIVE STOCK. 


New Insect Pests a t the E ast— Injury 
from R abbits—V arious P acts 
and Sn&sestimm. 


There is no question but that as a general 
rule the value of the live stock ujhjii our 
ranches could be increased by more strict 
attention to its care, especially when there 
are large holdings, and animals are so 
frequently left to themselves under a sort 
of ‘'root, hog or die ” method. It is poor 
husbandry to purchase tine blooded stock 
for breeding purposes and then be lax in 
its care. It is often demonstrated that 
animals of commun hlood, but having 
superior care and feed, will produce su­ 
perior results to those obtained by others 
having a better grade of stock under negli­ 
gent treatment. 
This is seen in vegetable life. The fruit 
tree which is planted indifferently and 
afterwards left without care or cultivation 
will yield but a poor quality of fruit, how- 
over good the variety planted. On the 
other hand, an ordinary variety, set out in 
a manner which wilt bring to the gr,>wih 
of the tree all the forces of nature which 
are possible, and which has subsequently 
the best care and most thorough cultiva­ 
tion. will produce» superior quality of its 
kind, and which will be inore tempting to 
..e eye and more saleable than tin- former. 
Among the classes of stock which fastest 
deteriorate in value, under lack of due 
care, is perhaps the horse, since it is not 
even allowed to look out for itself, but 
its strength is largely required anti 
appropriated 
for 
the use of roan. 
This tact has brought the horse into special 
relation with mankind, and its claims for 
protection, and the best treatment that can 
oe bestowed, is not only a consideration 
having a money qualification, but also ap­ 
peals to the humane sentiment. A writer 
in the American Agriadluri.it recently, 
speaking oí the care of domestic animals, 
said : •• Nine-tenths of the miseries stif­ 
fens! by domestic animals are preventable. 
Horses suffer front the mistakes of their 
owners. The feet suffer most from disease, 
the eyes next, the lungs after the eyes ; and 
the f '-ding produces most of the intestinal 
disorders. B.ul shoeing causes almost every 
prevalent lameness ; even spavins and 
ringbones are due tobad shoeing and the 
use of calks, which throw the foot out of 
proper level, and cause straining of the 
joiuta and ligaments. The cutting away of 
the frog exposes the tender interior 01 the 
foot to bruises, and causes disease. Foul 
stables with pungent odors, which causes 
the harness to rot, and destroy the varnish 
«pon carriages, may well be expected to in­ 
jure the eves and the lungs and air pas­ 
sages ; and over-feeding, or irregular feed­ 
ing and watering, produce indigestion and 
colic, and encourage the multiplication of 
worms. It is of far greater importance to 
avoid all these causes of trouble than to 
seek remedies for them." 
THE INJCKY CAUSED «Y RAllIilTE. 
The Shasta county Dcnv.eral refers to the 
injury being caused by rabbits in the north­ 
ern part of the State as follows : “ Rab­ 
bits are now causing agreut deal of trouble 
and annoyance to horticulturists and viti­ 
culturists in the connty, much more so 
than did the grasshoppers, so we are in­ 
formed by \V. C. I.ee, of Stillwater. They 
wiil greatly injure, if not totally destroy, 
growing vines and young fruit trees in a 
very short time where the fences are not 
tight enough to exclude his rabbit-hqi. 
Ys a majority of the new-comers are not 
able to fence proof against the depredations 
of this long-cared pest, Mr. Lee offers this 
mode of abating or exterminating the evil: 
Take a cupful of salt, add about a fourth 
of a teeepoonful of strychnine, mix it 
thoroughly and place it 011 aboard in Your 
vineyard or orchard. The rabbits 'will 
come up to lick the salt, and there partake 
ot the fatal mixture. Another way is to 
divide an apple into quarrors, and place 
them conveniently under the trees. Be 
carelul not to use t<x> much strychnine in 
-either case, as it will make the ljait too bit­ 
ter to be effectual. Mr. L. says that one 
year the rabbits cleaned him out slick and 
clean, but since lie adopted the above 
method he lias not been bothered much." 
A SEW SHEEP DISEASE. 
.V re:.able gentleman who has just re­ 
turned from northern California and Ore­ 
gon slates that many sheep in the section 
which he visited are seriously afflicted with 
leeches in the liver. The leeches arc a 
stuad, fiat insect or worm, much resem­ 
bling the linger nail in .,ize and shape, but 
of the same color as liver. These parasites 
literally honeycomb the liver by eating it, 
and the sheep soon die. Our informant 
believes the leecli to be taken into the 
system with the water which the sheep 
drink, and gradually make their way to the 
liver. Some sheepmen have already lost 
Urge numbers front their fiocks by this 
disease.—[Woodland Democrat. 


alfalfa assessments. 
The County Board of Equalization of 
Kern county, says the Californian, has 
granted the petition of the owners of grow­ 
ing crops of alialfa to be relieved from tax­ 
ation thereon, and the assessment of $5 
per acre on this crop lias been stricken from 
the assessment roil. That paper says : 
" This must bring about a conflict with "the 
State Board of Equalization, who were in­ 
strumental in imposing the tax. But in 
this matter the impression is general that 
this Board exceeded their constitutional 
powers. _ With the same propriety the 
owner of a wild stock range could be taxed 
>n bis grass, because it is perennial, spring­ 
ing up every year from the seed or roots. 
Alfalfa is a grass, just the same, disappear­ 
ing at a certain season aud springing up 
again after an interval of several months. 
Fruit trees and vines, 011 the contrary, are 
always there, a visible fact. Besides, "a di­ 
rect tax on production is wrong. The 
farmer is hampered enough bv natural 
causes in making things grow, without an 
artificial burden being directly imposed on 
bis efforts." 
earthquakes and phylloxera. 
A curious phenomenon is reported from 
notne of the vineyards in the pr wince of 
Malaga. 
According to Spanish papers 
plants attacked by the phylloxera and given 
up as practically dead have begun to show 
marked symptoms of vitality, due, it is 
believed in the localities, to the destruction 
of the insect by gases or electrical condi­ 
tions consequent on the earthquakes in 
that district. The earthquakes exert a 
destructive influence 011 the phylloxera 
insect of the grape, in the opinion of S. 
Viilaiogne, who has told the Paris Academ v 
of Sciences of a vineyard near Malaga which 
had apparently been destroyed by the para­ 
site, but which vigorously'burst into leaf 
after the recent earthquakes in southern 
Spain. The destruction of the phylloxera 
by earthquakes, if such is the case, is un­ 
doubtedly due to certain deleterious gases 
which are thereby liberated in the lower 
strata of the earth which find a gradual 
access to the surface through a crevice ver­ 
tically opened.—[Scientific Press. 
NEW INSECT PESTS. 
An Eastern paper speaks of two pests 
which have recently made their first ap­ 
pearance there, and as all these injurious in­ 
sects will sooner or later reach this const, 
their advent, even as far away as New York 
State, is of interest. The exchange speaks 
of them as follows: “ One makes havoc 
among the onion beds, and the other at­ 
tacks strawberry beds. So far as could be 
judged from the young caterpillars, the one 
so destructive to the onions in Orange 
county, New York, appears to be the spe­ 
cies known as the greasy cut-worm. The 
worms make a hole iit the ground, to 
which they retire in the early morning, 
and remain quiet during the day. At night 
they issue forth on their work of destruc­ 
tion, and those which do not climb cut off 
young and tender plants just at the surface 
of the soil. They feed upon the plant, and 
often drag pieces of the leaves to their bur­ 
rows, which leads to the ir detection. Fpon 
inquiring what bad been done to check the 
insect in its destructive work, we learned 
that plaster, lime, salt, ashes, Paris green 
and a secret poisonous preparation called 
‘ slug-shot’ liad been used, with but 
little or no perceptible effect. The 
little or no perceptibk 
most effective method 
was to col­ 


lect the worm* at night and ¡kill 
them. This, whete the area is several 
acres, Is an almost hopeless task. The 
strawberry weevil is annoying growers in 
Michigan and 011 Piaten Island, N. Y. It 
Is clo-ely related to the plum weevil, or 
carculio. The strawberry weevil feeds 
upon the flowers of the strawberry, and 
also pierces the stalks, just beiow the 
flower clusters, causing them to break off 
with the young berries, and thus the crop 
is lost. i". G. Winant, of Staten Island, 
who first brought this insect to notice Iasi 
year, writes that the weevil scarcely 
troubles those kind of strawberries which 
have pistillate flowers. This immunity of 
the pistillate varieties may be due to the 
fact that the insect is fond of pollen, and 
avoids flowers which do not furnish it. 
The weevil will probably spread, and 
strawberry growers should be on the watch 
for its first appearance. Iland-picking a 1 
few weevils when they are first seen upon 
the flower may save much trouble. Thu 
insect is no imported enemy, but native, 
which has only recently invaded cultivated 
grounds. As in other casia, finding an 
abuudance of food to its liking, the insect 
will no doubt increase with a rapidity 
heretofore unknown to it." 
GENERAL NOTES. 
A number of our farmers and orchardista 
report their fruit trees covered with lice, 
and anticipate great injury being done to 
them unless the insects can be destroyed. 
In a number of instances we Lave been 
able to rid our trees of lioe by simply tak­ 
ing a strong solution of copperas and pour­ 
ing if about the roots, taking care that the 
liquid reaches the small feeders. The iron 
acts as a tonic to the tree, while the sulphur 
is death to the insects as it passes up in tho 
sap. Try it, and you will be surprised at the 
results, giving it a week's umeto art. The 
“ tonic” idea is 11 queer one. but the 
remedy, nevertheless, is undoubtedly good.

A small feed of drv hay is said to give 
relief to a cow suffering from clover or 
alfalfa bloat. Afler having eaten the hay 
the animal will start to chewing the cud, 
which seems to give relief by belching up 
wind which utteuds the operation of cud 
chewing. 1 f the cud does not come readily 
it may be assisted by tying a short stick 
crosswise in the cow's mouth, which seems 
to cause her to work her jaws and bring 
into plav the attendant muscles employed 
in cud chewing, and allowing the escape of 
gas with each portion of cud as it is 
brought up for second chewing. 
The cool spring and late cool weather 
have been very favorable to our radish 
crop. There are less dried and sunburnt 
berries, and both grapes and bunches are 
larger than ever before. Muscats are this 
year in great demand, and our large grape- 
growers buy them now at from $10 to $20 
per ton, according to quality. In sweat 
boxes six and seven cents have been of­ 
fered for better kinds, and five for medium 
quality.—[Fresno Republican. 
The hay crop of Merced county is about 
as large as in the most prosperous years. 
The low stage of the rivers enabled tho 
farmers in tule regions to out and cure an 
unlimited amount of good tule hay. Most 
of the winter-sown grain on the plains was 
cut for forage, so there is abundance of 
stock feed at moderate prices.—[Merced 
Star. 
< ontraets have been made by orehnrdists 
and vineyardists by which their products 
are shipped East, and over $200 per acre 
netted. In view of these facts there can be 
no doubt of the permanency of the pricts 
at which fruit lands are held in this section. 
In spite of tlia complaints of croakers, what 
industry in California will show results as 
favorable?—[Vacaville Judicion. 
There is a fig tree in Tuolumne connty, 
says an exchange, that measures within a 
few inches of three feet in diameter three 
feet above the ground. 
Home of the 
branches measure over u lbot in diameter, 
and they have reached out from the parent 
stem until they cover a piece of ground 
nearly 100 feet across, and produce about 
fifty bushels of tine figs every year. 
The tropical gooseberry, which is cnlti- ! 
vated in Florida, grows on a handsome 
tree from ten to fifteen feet in hight. The 
fruit is rather smaller than the Siberian 
crab apple, and the shape a flattened globe. 
It contains one hard seed. The fruit is 
only moderately valuable, but the tree is 
ornamental. 
The culture of hemp has been revived in 
central Illinois the present season. The 
liber is to he sold to the manufacturers of 
them for self-binders. It is thought that 
the demand for hemp for this purpose will 
cause this crop to be extensively raised in 
the future. 
Sheep should never he allowed to suffer 
front the heat of the sun and from being 
worried by the gadfly for want of shade. 
If it is not possible to have shade trees in 
the pasture field, then some cheaply-con­ 
structed sheds should he erected, in which 
they can escape the heat and the flies. 
In eight of the American States there are 
1798 butter and cream factories, and the 
value ot the dairy products of the whole 
Union last year was $300,000.000. while the 
value of the milk cows is estimated at 
$700,009,000. If only now in its infancy, 
as is said, Uncle Sam’s dairy business will 
be a big thing when it grows up. 
A toad put into a hot-bed will effectually 
protect the plants from the ravages of in­ 
sects, and a number of them in an ordinary 
garden will materially reduce the number 
of insects, and thus in a measure protect 
the plants from their ravages. 
A strawberry gruwer savs some straw­ 
berry plants are naturally barren, and 
should be pulled out and treated as weeds. 
He goes over the patch when the plants 
are in blossom and pulls up all plants that 
have not blossomed. 
The Keifer pear is considered better 
adapted to the South than to other sec­ 
tions. Though an attractive pear in ap­ 
pearance, it is inferior in quality to the 
Bartlett. 
Mr. Seth Green thinks a profit can be de­ 
rived from marshy lands by raising frogs.

aud nurse-maids are called “ a mother's 
help.” Americans wouid mean by u do­ 
mesticated' animal one that had been 
tamed from a wild state. This paper calls 
for “ a domesticated bar-tuaid, who must 
send photograph, a stamped envelope, for 
answer, and be a church woman,” if she 
would get employment at the Ram Hotel. 
House-maids are offered for a years ser­ 
vice, “ 151., all found." “ A single-handed 
chamber-maid” offers to work for 181. 
and furnished—not meaning that she 
is 
maimed, 
but 
can 
do 
all 
the chamberwork alone. Cooks are of­ 
fered 201. about $90, a year. A draper wants 
"A pushing young person, as improver on 
pants.” If he wants her to push a fiat-iron 
over them, why not call her a pressing 
person? 
A “ slaughterman” auctions 
horses, sheep, pigs and beasts; also, beasts 
sold private.

W hy G laciers T ravel.—T he cause of 
the m ovem ent of glaciers is Mill to som e 
extent a disputed question. It was for­ 
m erly claim ed by som e th a t ice is of a vis­ 
cous nature, like tar, and flows under the 
influence of gravitation, like any sim ilar 
substance; but experim ents have show n 
that, w hile ice can be bent in any direction, 
it cannot be draw n out, but alw ays breaks 
w hen palled apart. So, w hen a glacier fails 
over a cliff', it does not flow sm oothly over, 
but is broken u p into separate fragm ents, 
w hich reunite again on reaching a m ore 
level part of the valley. It in probable th at 
the m otion of a glacier is due to the princi­ 
ple of regelation, and that the attraction of 
gravitation aud the pressnre of the snow 
and ice in the upper part of the glacier force 
it along, w hile the ioe is being continually 
broken auart and pressed together again, 
thus adapting itself to all tho w indings anil 
inequalities of the valley in w hich it flows. 
Thc F.nd of th e Su a k iu -B rhbeb R a il­ 
w ay.—T he building of (he military railw ay 
from Suakim to Berber has been given up, 
on account of thc abandonment of military 
operations in the Botnlan.

They 
arc described as far behind the age, and 
much excelled by those used by the Ger­ 
mans, in whose twenty-one universities 
there are twelve professors of geography 
alone. 
President See'ev has announced 3 re­ 
markable record for the ten years of Smith 
College’s existence. Beginning with four­ 
teen students, the college has now 340 on 
its rolls; and during the ten years there has 
been recorded but one death among the 
students and graduates, that death resulting 
from an accident by drowning.—[No w Y'ork 
Herald. 
England, with a population, of 25,000,000, 
sends 5,000 student:: to her two unlversi- 
lies ; Scotland with her 4.000,OtO, has 0,500 
university students; Germany, with 48,­ 
000,009, sends 25,500 to her numerous 
universities; and New England, with a 
population of 4,100,000, has 1.000 students 
in her eighteen universities and colleges. 
According to the above figures, Scotland 
leads all the rest in thc matter of the most 
general diffusion of university education 
among her people. She sends to the uni­ 
versity' one in every 015 of her population. 
Then New England oomes next with one in 
1,025. Germany stands third.and educates 
one in every 2.012. while England educates 
only one in 5,000 of her inhabitants. 
Professor Richards, of Y'ale, has made a 
comparative examination of the conduct 
of the students to establish the influence of 
athletics on deportment. The iwo decades 
from 18-12 to 1982 is the period of th--growth 
of foot-bal! and boating. During the first 
of these decades he finds that the cases of 
severe discipline averaged a little more than 
31 percent, of membership, while for the 
latter decade thc average was less than 3 
per cent. The decrease of disorder between 
the classes shows greater improvement. 
During the first decade the cases of this 
nature which required severe discipline 
were 0 8-10 per cent., and during the last 
decade, 3 4-10 per cent. The general whole­ 
someness of professional athletics at col 
lege seems, therefore, to outweigh the hin­ 
drance to scholarship in special cases.

The weight test is the most accurate and 
reliable, especially with gold coin. 
The silver dollar is called the vagabond 
of all coins, as it is tampered with and 
counterfeited so much. 
It is a singular fact that but one bogus 
$20 gold piece has ever been discovered, 
and this bears the date of 1850. 
An officer of the secret service is author­ 
ity for the statement that counterfeiting is 
mure extensively practiced than is gener­ 
ally believed. 
As a general thing nothing smaller than 
a $10 gold piece is ever filled, though the 
smaller coins are plugged, which is perhap3 
the most common. 
Silver coin that is les3 than the minim um 
weight is rejected by the Treasury officials, 
and the owners arc obliged to pass them if 
they can. or sell them for bullion. 
A great deal of coin becomes light from 
natural causes, and when they come into 
the hands of the national treasury they are 
sent to the m int and recoined, the Govern­ 
ment bearing the loss. 
One way of tampering with double eagles 
is tó remove the rough edges and remiU 
them. Between 50 and 80 cents can be 
obtained in this way from a single coin, 
and the difference is not perceptible to the 
naked eye.—[New York Graphic.

A M ustard Sponok.—Dr. 15. AY. Rich­ 
ardson recommends the use ot a sponge for 
mustard poultices. He says: "A sponge 
makes the best mustard-carrier. The nurse 
mixes the mustard in a basin with w ater 
until the urns i» smooth and of even con­ 
sistency. Then she takes the soft mass all 
up with a clean sponge, lays the sponge in 
the center of a soft white handkerchief, 
ties up the corners of the handkerchief 
neatly to form a hold, and applies the 
smooth convex surface to the skin. This 
mustard sponge, v.armed against the fire 
and slightly moistened, can be applied 
three or four times, is good for several 
hours, and saves the trouble of making a 
new poultice for application, often a matter 
of importance during the weariness of 
night-watcliing. The sponge can afterw ard 
easily lie washed clean in warm water."—
